1. Except for those in the Karelian Isthmus, the troops mentioned in this 
25X1 report belong to the Army and not to the MVD. . 


2. Petsamo Region 


a, Three Soviet cargo boats coming from hurmansk and registering from 
2,500. to 3,000 tons arrived at the port of Liinahamari (69°38'!N-31°18'E) 
gn 26 January 1949; on 19 January 1949, two other cargo boats of the 
seme tonnage, aiso coming from lurmansk, arrived at Trifona (a little 
more to the interior of tHe Petsamo fjord). 


b, These cargobboats brought troops and materiel, the unloading of which | 
lested until 22 January 1949. These troops appeared to be two infantry
